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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section, 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 16, 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Oyamatsu et al., US Patent No. 6,091 ,130, from the IDS. 

Oyamatsu anticipates 
limitations from claim 16, in fig. 5, a semiconductor topography comprising an upper 
layer 24 formed conformally upon a non-planar lower layer 23, wherein an average 
thickness of the upper layer in a region adjacent to an outer edge of the semiconductor 
topography, adjacent to labels 'E', is less than an average thickness of the upper layer 
in a region comprising a center of the topography, labeled 'X', col. 2, lines 25-49; 

limitations from claim 17, the semiconductor topography of claim 16, wherein the 
region having a lower average thickness extends greater than approximately 3 
mm laterally from the outer edge of the semiconductor topography, the first 
approximately 3mm adjacent to the outer edge 'E'. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Oyamatsu as applied to claims 16, 17 above. 

Oyamatsu teaches 

limitations from claim 18, the semiconductor topography of claim 16, wherein the 
average thickness of the upper layer in the region adjacent the outer edge is 
approximately 5% to approximately 30% less than the average thickness of the 
upper I layer in the region comprising the center, wherein Oyamatsu does not 
specify the initial thickness or the taper, and the drawings are heuristic. 
However, the practitioner may optimize these dimensions. 

"Normally, it Is to be expected that a change in temperature, or in concentration, 
or in both, would be an unpatentable modification. Under some circumstances, 
however, changes such as these may impart patentability to a process if the particular 
ranges claimed produce a new and unexpected result which is different in kind and not 
merely degree from the results of the prior art . . . such ranges are termed 'critical 
ranges' and the applicant has the burden of proving such criticality . . . More particularly. 
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where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not Inventive 

to discover the optimum or workable ranges by routine experimentation." 

In re Aller 105 USPQ 233, 255 (CCPA 1955). See also In re Waite 77 USPQ 586 
(CCPA 1948): in re Scherl 70 USPQ 204 (CCPA 1946); In re Irmscher 66 USPQ 314 
(CCPA 1945); In re Norman 66 USPQ 308 (CCPA 1945); In re Swenson 56 USPQ 
372 (CCPA 1942); In re Sola 25 USPQ 433 (CCPA 1935); In re Drevfus 24 USPQ 
52 (CCPA 1934). 

Note that the specification contains no disclosure of either the critical nature of 
the claimed dimensions of any unexpected results arising there from. Where 
patentability is aid to be based upon particular chosen dimensions or upon another 
variable recited in a claim, the Applicant must show that the chosen dimensions are 
critical. In re Woodruff . 919 F.2d 1575, 1578, 16 USPQ2d 1934, 1936 (Fed. Cir. 1990).
